NOVELTY 

Microarcs are incited between mobile and stationary electrodes 
made of the same material, e.g. of tin or lead, or their alloy, placed in 
dielectric liquid. Powder formed upon their friction is removed by 
dielectric liquid stream. Varying liquid flow rate allows controlling 
granulomere composition of formed particles, which are removed 
into settler and then dehydrated. As dielectric liquid, distilled water is 
used.
